and an attempt has been made to mak 
ple believe, it is $1600. I hardl 
now what to say about teachers.. 
don’t believe there are very many 
voters who will make up their minds to 
reduce the teachers; the average 
amounts paid them is $400 to $425-- 
some are higher—some receive lower 
‘salaries. The gentleman says cut them 
10 per cent, Suppose we cut the teach- 
ers 10 per cent, that means $40, mak- 
ing their salaries $360 instead of $400, 
but for a reduction of less than 50 cents 
in our rate, the poor school teachers 
must pay $40. You must tax the poor 
school teachers an amount equal to that 
paid by a man who has $100,000 worth 
of property for assessment. You will 
be surprised, but $75,000 would contrib- 
ute only $50—the poor school teacher 


‘contributes $40; the man who pays on 


$50,000 has only to pay $30 on that sum 
—the school teacher still contributes 
$40. .There is only one man, and he 
don't hve here in town, who would 
contribute $50. Now we say the teach- 
ers are not over paid*at’ the present 
time and I don’t believe you think they 
are, Is it fair.to ask them to contribute 
$40 each for school reduction while 
tax payers pay but 50 cents to make up 
that aroount. -It looks to me like pretty 
small business. Last year the voters 
voted a small increase. I don’t believe 
we intend to dishonor ourselves and 
the town and vote a cut down on per- 
sons who are not sufficiently paid now, 
hor as well paid as in adjoming towns, 
I don’t believe it. : 

Winslow Goodwin.—The member of 
the School Committee says it must all 
come off the teachers, but in my opin- 
ion at least $500 of the cut can be saved 
on the Superintendent of Schools. The 
School Committee have recommended 
how that might be accomplished—by 
hiring the Snperintendent in connec- 


event the sum paid to the Superint 
ent- of schools. is. too high; probably 
not more than he is worth, but I be- 
heve.a man equallyas capable. can be 
found.

ing force at the Centre 3 to 5, built a 
new building at’ Ballardvale and in- 
creased teachers there 3 to 5. You will 
see that to-day when we are to appro- 
priate $19,000 we have in our gahools 
over 1000 pupils, and we have 32 teach- 
ers to teach them where 8 years ago 
we had 24 teachers. The laws for 
heating and ventilating are changed: 
we had no such laws years ago as I can 
testify when .I was at the old school in’ 
the Centre." We must not lose sight of 
the fact that our schools are under laws 
which are twice as binding as formerly.. 
We had-to pay $1000 for heating and 
ventilatitig, at Abbott Village, just on 
account of these laws, and the same 
thing applies to all: other matters. 
When you reduce the thing down. our 
town paid-not -over-$17,000ast-year. 
I claim it was to settle these various 
new demands that called for the val- 
ance,—It isa peculiar-condition; I have 
not heard any objection from any ex- 
cept those who have no children in the 
schools.

The Schubert Fantasie op 15, whose ex- 
traordinary beauty Was’ so felt by Liszt 


The first 
section of the theme of the Adagio being 
almost identical with that of Schubert's 
well- g, The Wanderer, filled 
the hall with’ just that-peculiar pathos 
which always (attends it when’sung by a 
beautiful voice, and which made Schu- 
mann say “there was nothing exactly 
like it in musical literature.’ It was 
composed in 1820, while the sqng accord- 
ing to the comprehensive and interesting 
catalogue of Schubert's latest biographer 
dates from 1816, when Schubert was only 
nineteen years old, ~ Y 

Mr. Busoni gave us the impression that _ 
his own genius was more akin to that of 
Schubert than that of Chopin although 
there was a very clear and limpid quality 
in his rendering of the latter. It is no- 
ticeable that Mr. Busoni is almost the 
only Italian pianist known to fame. The 
genius of Italy is essentially songful and 
while ‘all Italian musicians appre- 
ciated to the full the great powers of 
Liszt, who played more in Rome'than in 
any other city in Europe, that he founded 
no school there, and never had around 
him the youthful imitators who haunted 
his steps in other places. The above fact 
makes Mr. Busomi’s gifts appear more 
remaikable than if he came from the 
mixed races of Central Europe, so fruit- 
ful in great pianists, 

We should not close even this brief 
notice without saying that. while Mr. 
Busoni belongs to the bragura, type of 
pianists, the smallest detailWeccives the 
most careful attetition.

The layman who entertains a high 1e- 
spect for the clerical calllng naturally 
expects that the clergyman will avoid 
statements which go to prove the oft- 
repeated charge that the clergyman is 
reckless and unreliable in his facts, for

One of our ésteemed clergymen, through 
the public press, (whieh admits of reply) 
has undertaken to settle the school ques- 
tion for the people of Andover, and- to 
criticise the action of some of our citi- 
izens who had the temerity to speak 
upon the subject of school appropriations 
at the last town meeting.

THE FOUNDER.OF ARBOR DAY. 


Instituted by Secretary Morton Twenty-— 
two Years Ago. ; 
Twenty-two years ago, or, more spe- 
sifically, on Jan. 4, 1872, Hon. J. Ster- 
ling Morton introduced and the Nebras- 
ka state board of agriculture passed a 
resolution wrging the people of thatstate 
to plant trees on Wednesday, the'10th of 
the following April. The board sup- 
ported its resolution with offers of pre- 
_miums for the largest number of trees 
perly planted in any one county and 
y any one person, The resolution was, 
of course, not mandatory, nor had it the 
support of any action by the legislature, 
but the people of Nebraska responded by 
planting on the day indicated more than 
1,000,000 trees, 
The.outcome of Mr. Morton's resolu- 
tion, says the St; Jsouis Republic, has 
been perhaps the most widespread move- 


__| ment that has resulted from the action 


of an agricultural board, The people 
voluntarily observed the day in 1878, and 
Governor Robert W. Furnas in 1874 
made official proclamation recommend- 
ing to the people that. they again observe 
the day and petition the state legislature 
to make it a legal holiday. Forthe next 
11 years the inhabitants of ‘Nebraska 
celebrated Arbor day with constantly 
increasing interest, but it was not until 
1885 that the legislature took official ac- 
tion in the matter. Then the date-was 
changed to April 22 and the occasion 
made a legal holiday. 

Loiig before this, however, other states, 
and espetially those in the central arid 
region,.had. followed.Nebraska’ 
in naming a public Arbor day, most of 
them by direct. legislative enactment. 
Thence the interest spread .east, west, 
north and south, so that by the time 
Nebraska’s tardy legislature had second- 
ed the governur and the board of agri- 


culture millions of new: trees were grow:.|- 


end extended. All literature has been 
ransacked for appropriate poems to be 
recited and songs to be sung as part of 


the ceremonial of Arbor day. This year | 


will see probably 40,000,000 trees planted 
on the several anniversaries throughout 
the Union. Already Nebraska’s newly 
planted trees would form a dense forest 
covering at least 400 square miles, Fi 

While the movement was thus spread 
far beyond the bounds of Nebraska, the 
interest of Nebraskans in Arbor day con- 
tinues to be a matter of special pride. 
Several of those most active in the early 
Arbor day movement have adopted em- 
blematic devices for their letter heads by 
way of commemorating the anniversary. 
Secretary Morton, whose home, ‘Arbor 
Lodge,” near Nebraska City, is on the

first went to Nebraska, more than 80

How to Give It a Majestic Appearance and 
_ Make It a Delight to the Eye. 

As trees grow thickly together in the 
forest the lower limbs die and drop off 
while they are small, But in cases of 
isolated trees the conditions are So differ- 
ent that unless pruned they are often ill 
shaped and unsightly. Many people er- 
roneously imagine that as a tree grows 
the limbs will be raised higher, whereas, 


from increased-weight,they dreep and+——- 


become really lower. The common prac- 
tice is to neglect pruning shade trees un- 
til the view is obstructed by large low 
limbs, which are then heroically sawed 


| off, leaving large knots and scars, which 
| must ever remain to Offend the eye. 


These .useless branches were grown at 
the expense of the main trunk,’ Such 
trees. can never present the fine and ma- 


| jestic appearance of those which have a 
| nearly uniform diameter from the ground 


to the lowest limbs. 

In imitation of nature’s ‘process in the 
forest, all limbs and sprouts should be 
removed as soon as possible up. to a de- 
This can usually be done 
with an ordinary knife, or even the 
hand. In considering the removal of a 
sprout. the question should be, Will a 
branch be desirable at that point? If 
not, let it not remain to rob desirable 
parts. The height at which branching 
should be allowed to commence must be 
decided by individual taste, which will 
also indicate the lopping off at other 
points of those branches which are ili 
formed and not in harmony with. the 
general appearance, Dead and decaying 
limbs should be promptly removed.—H.
